Fluoride 
Statement 
Issued 


The Andover Board of Health

Products to be made in the fac- 
tory will include Right Guard de- 
odorant and anti-perspirant, 
Foamy shaving cream, The Hot 
One self-heating shaving cream, 
Soft & Dri anti-perspirant, Heads 
Up hair grooming aid, Sun Up after 
shave and cologne and tube shav- 
ing creams. 

The plant consists of four main 
areas: a raw materials warehouse, 
manufacturing area, finished goods 
warehouse and offices and cafe- 
teria area, Sophisticated produc- 
tion line and material s- handling 
equipment makes the layout as 
efficient as any in the aerosol 
toiletries manufacturing field. 

Construction of the plant, which 
began in April, 1968, was com- 
pleted in May, 1969. Productionof 
Foamy shaving cream, ona limited 
scale, started inJune and other 
lines have subsequently started 
operations. The switchover from 
the South Boston plant to Andover is 
scheduled for completion early in

The fifth transatlantic cable, for 
which Western Electric’s Merri- 
mack Valley Works has manufac- 
tured bays of terminal equipment, 
has started on its way to Europe.

Andover’s law was made liberal in order to allow the 
pets to remain somewhat free. 

If danger to humans or other animals continues, then 
it would appear that a full-scale leash law would have to 
be placed in effect. 

Avoiding the controversy of enforcement of a leash law, 
we think the town has been quite liberal in allowing resi- 
dents to have dogs and still allow them to be free, so to

tle idea how time-consuming, how 
educational time-wasting, it was 
for administrators to be entangled 
with the minutiae concerning stu- 
dent dress, which ought to be 
settled before the student enters 
the school each morning. Such 
an issue also tends to grow out of 
proportion, Wormwood pointed out, 
clogging up the communication so 
essential to real education. This 
echoed the statement of school 
committee chairman, Dr. Richard 
Katz, who said that argument and 
discussion about dress codes 
detracts from the real business 
of education. 
Wormwood said he sought school 
committee advice last week since 
one school cannot act in avacuum, 
and since the issue involved the 
individual’s right to free expres- 
sion, guaranteed to all citizens, 
including students, by the 14th 
Amendment.

Philip F, Wormwood, Principal’”’ 
Abolition of a specific dress 
code by the school committee in 
executive session last Tuesday 
raised concern among some par- 
ents, faculty members and stu- 
dents. This may be allayed by 
the students so-far mature hand- 
ling of their responsibility, and 
by the full public statement of 
the school committee position in 
its next meeting, Sept. 23. 
Answering to scattered criti- 
cism of handling the dress code 
issue in executive, rather than 
open session, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
told the TOWNSMAN that he had 
requested the executive session 
since the committee had to dis- 
cuss with Wormwood and take into 
account the whole school environ- 
ment surrounding the issue, 
including various faculty members 
and their strong feelings about 
the issue before arriving at a de- 
cision. Said Seifert, “It’s not 
right to publicly discuss your per- 
sonnel and their feelings, when 
they are not there.’’

judgment of 99% of the student

healthy learning environment. 
Should this ever be upset, he said 
it is his feeling that the school 
department would take reasonable 
steps to restore it. 

Comparison is inevitable be- 
tween the new ‘‘neat and clean’ 
basis of the public high school 
and the policies of the two inde- 
pendent high schools in Andover, 
Abbot Academy and Phillips Aca- 
demy. 

At Phillips Acade my, Head- 
master John M, Kemper informed 
the students over the summer that 
sloppiness and extremism of ap- 
pearance was to be avoided this 
year, and he would be the final 
arbiter in student appearance. 
This is to avoid wasting faculty’s 
time in wrangling over how long 
is too long and how dirty is dirty. 

But Dean of Students John Rich- 
ards pointed out that Phillips Aca- 
demy actually will open this week 
under a more lenient dress code 
than ever before, as a result of 
last spring’s revision of the 
school’s rules after recommenda- 
tions from a student-faculty com- 
mittee, 

PA students may now gotoclass 
in turtlenecks, instead of dress 
shirts and ties, and need not wear 
jackets to class inthe warm spring 
months. Richards said the school 
has no objection to beards or 
moustaches, so long as they are 
neatly kept, nor to moderately long 
hair; it objects’ only to the 
extremes, and to general sloppi- 
ness and dirt. 

The attempt, said the PA Dean, 


‘is to move from the older more 


rigid dress code, to a more re- 
laxed one, with the real emphasis 
on neatness andcleanness -- which 
is the public school criteria. 

Headmaster Donald Gordon said 
that the Abbot Academy student 
appearance policies were almost 
Synonymous with that adopted by 
Andover’s School Committee for 
the public schools: the expected 
standard is neatness, cleanliness 
and good taste. Gordon said the 
boarding students agreed with 
the principle of changing for din- 
ner; they dress up a bit for the 
evening meal, but it is on their 
own terms. Inother words, he said, 
there no longer is a dress code 
at Abbot, specifying what types of 
clothes or shoes are, or are not, 
acceptable,

Massachusetts’ cash balance at 
the end of August, the second month 
of fiscal 1970, was $85, 204, 343.34,

Estimated 
Taxes Due 


The Internal Revenue Service to- 
day advised individuals paying es- 
timated tax that they must reflect 
extension of the 10 percent sur- 
charge to Dec. 31, 1969, in their 
-  eagneiae due on or after Sept. 

5. 


Prior to the extension, the 10 
percent surcharge was to expire 
June 30, 1969, which resulted in 
an annual effective rate of 5 per- 
cent for 1969. Since the exten- 
sion raises the effective rate to 
the full 10 percent, estimated taxes 
will have to be recomputed, with 
the additional tax to be divided 
equally over the remaining in- 
Stallments.. 

Taxpayers can recompute the 
installments due on the Amended 
Computation schedule they re- 
ceived as part of their estimated 
tax package last February. For 
a calendar year taxpayer the re- 
maining installments are due Sept. 
15, 1969 and Jan. 15, 1970. Es- 
timated tax voucher No. 3 should 
be used for the Sept. payment. 
Taxpayers in need of estimated tax 
forms can secure them at their 
local IRS office.

‘‘The Board wishes to make 
clear that the safety of fluoridation 
for people of all ages has been 
assured _ by an unprecedented 
amount of evidence. In the 29 
years since controlled fluorida- 
tion was first started it has been 
proven that millions of people iive 
in ordinary good health on water 
containing 1 ppm of fluoride. Con- 
cerned residents of Andover should 
be aware that if there were any 
risk at all to one’s health, it has 
been undetectable after many years 
of study of the more than 83 mil- 
lion Americans who are currently 
drinking fluoridated water. This 
is 53% of the population on public 
water supplies. 


‘‘Of major importance to older 
people is recent evidence that in- 
dicates that residents who have 
consumed high fluoride content 
water over a lifetime show a de- 
creased incidence ofcollapsed 
vertebrae and fewer deaths from’ 
falls among older women and fewer 
cases of hardening of the aorta, 
the major blood vessel carrying 
blood from the heart to all parts 
of the body. Thus, it appears that 
recent research indicates that 
fluoride may benefit adults, pri- 
marily aging adults, by decreas- 
ing the incidence of osteoporosis 
and hardening of the arteries. This 
possibility suggests that adults 
should not fear fluoride but urge 
its continued use in Andover.’’

Railroad 
Bed Hike 
Scheduled 


Railroad buffs and camera fans 
are expected to join history stu- 
dents and conservationists in a 
hike along the roadbed of the for- 
mar Essex Railroad in North An- 
dover, on Saturday afternoon, Sept. 

According to a joint announce- 
ment from the Schlesinger Society 
of Merrimack College and the 
North Andover Historical Society, 
the two-mile long hike is ‘‘open 
to anyone with stamina, an inter- 
est in American history, and a 
desire to promote the preservation 
of local landmarks.”’ 

Participants will assemble at 
the intersection of Pleasant and 
Stevens Streets, beside Stevens 
Pond at 1 p.m. Printed guides to 
natural and historic sites along 
the route of the hike will be dis- 
tributed to each hiker as he ar- 
rives. The hike will be led by 
James C. Hippen of North An- 
dover, a professional historian 
who is also a railroad buff. He 
will present a twenty-minute lec- 
ture on ‘‘The American Railroad’’ 
at the conclusion of the hike, after 
which light refreshments will be 
served, 

The Essex was an early Amer- 
ican railroad which ran from the 
south to the north end of North 
Andover about half-way between 
the town’s eastern and western 
boundaries, During its heyday, 
the railroad served as a major 
means of transporting-raw mater- 
ials to North Andover’s factories 
and for taking finished goods to 
the seaport at Salem. Most of the 
ties and tracks have now been re- 
moved, 

Tickets for the hike may be 
purchased in the lobby of the Mer- 
rimack Valley Textile Museum in 
North Andover, or by contacting the 
museum by Sept. 22.
